Blend it in with an out- 
ward sweeping motion If your nose is long, use 
the same technique — away from your nose and 

6, Reverse the procedure if your face is round 
and full. Bring the rouge in close to your nose, and 
work it out and down, almost in the shape of an 
up-ended triangle. Be careful not to have edges. 

7- your eyes are deep-set or sunken, never use 

speck — way up under your eyes. Powder lightly over 
the cream. 



8. If- your eyes are too close-set, you can make 
them appear wider by wearing eye shadow. Start 
it about halfway out on your eyelids and work 
toward the corners of the eyes. Never extend eye 
shadow- up to your eyebrows, • 

9. If you have short eyelids, apply the least little 
bit of olive oil or told cream to the lids. They'll 
take on a soft shine, and make you look wide-eyed. 

10. Touch up pale eyelashes with brown mas- 
cara. The effect is prettier than penciling. 

11. You can actually create pretty lips, but be 
careful! Don't ]ust satisfy yourself with a paint job. 
If your lips are too heavy, start applying the color 
in the center and fade it out toward the corners of 
your mouth. If your lips are too thin, extend your 
lipstick just a little above the natural outline. 

ia. When you really want to look daringly 
different, use blue mascara. It's marvelous under the 
lights, ghastly in the daytime. Definitely, there's a 
time and place for this. 

13. Using perfume is an art in itself. For the 
best results apply perfume on your eyebrows, behind 
your ears, at the bend of your wrist and your elbow. 

14. If you'd like to project something a little 
stronger than a memory in a love letter, enclose a 
drop of perfume on your next letter. 

15. To make your eyes look particularly wide 
and childlike, brush on your mascara lightly at the 
inner corners, heavily as you work your way out- 
ward.

In general, this is a good rule I If you're out 
to look gay and dashing, choose bright reds, flame 
reds, yellow reds. If you want to look sweet and 
sentimental, rose-red is your best bet. If you're 
frankly up-to-the-minute, the cyclamen and raspberry 
shades were made for you. 

20. A short neck can actually look column-like 
with the right hair-do. Sweep it up. Flock your curls 
on top. Or if you wear a simpler, more classic style, 
dress it high and use a touch of lacquer, so that not 
a single stray hair escapes. For a long neck, dress 
your hair low.
